Humphrey Knocks Down Fears O f Depression 


Nothing could please the Krem- $16.8 billion, plus about $5 billion

years and the economy does not 
suffer a depression, it confirms the 
underlying strength and flexibility 
of the American business struc­ 
ture.

Ludwig' s Forecast 
In 1948, Emil Ludwig published a brief bi­ 
ography of Joseph Stalin. The work was duly 
noted as a typically thorough product of a 
famous biographer. 
Reread today, one conclusion in particular 
stands out — Ludwig’s belief that Stalin’s ex­ 
periences as a young revolutionist had lent 
significant prejudices to his character as a 
Russian dictator. 
These, 
Ludwig surmised, 
might be his undoing. 
“ An outcast in his teens, and then an under­ 
ground revolutionary,” mused Ludwig, “how 
can he forget the techniq ue of conspiracies and 
turn into a mellow sage? I do not believe that 
Stalin actually wishes a third w*orld war; but 
he will be constantly threatening, and we k now 
nothing about the intentions of his successors, 
for we don’t really k now who they will be. 
Stalin’s escapades of brutal forces in Eastern 
Europe show that this Tartar who, as a youth, 
enviously look ed up to the Russians, has be­ 
come more and more Russian. . . 
“ Radical ideas lik e over - stretched rubber 
bands must eventually contract . . . The stag- 
gciing megalomaniac 
Russia 
of today will 
transform itself eventually into a state which 
has abolished tsars and dictators alik e as, in 
past times, France did away with her k ings.’* 


All Doubt Removed 
Though the horrible word is being avoided, 
n “filibuster’’ has developed in the U.S. Senate 
over the bill to establish title of submerged 
lands in the states. 
- This particular talk athon is historic. 
Its participants are senators who have been 
impatient about filibustering as the last resort 
of southerners opposed to proposals for over­ 
riding state sovereignty. 
But when the show is on the other foot, as 
it is in the submerged-lands bill, these same 
senators are just as willing to maintain a fili­ 
buster as any old-school southerner. 
Suddenly, they can see plainly what never was 
plain to them before — that the filibuster is a 
minority-defense device which can k eep a major­ 
ity from riding roughshod over its opposition. 
Between gasps for breath in a k nock -down- 
end-drag-out argument, they must be congratu­ 
lating one another on never having been able 
to get rid of the filibuster. 
Henceforth, their yelps of disapproval never 
will be tak en seriously again. They never really 
wanted to get rid of the filibuster, but only 
federal domination of the states.

have an armistice, a real peace, 
or continue to develop a proper 
and balanced posture of defense.
